DAME MAY WHITTY (Mrs. Bramson) long considered one of 
the great figures of the theatre, Dame May Whitty has been on 
the stage for more than 50 years. Her first New York appearance 
was in 1895 with Ellen Terry and Sir Henry Irving. Three years 
before, in England, she had married Ben Webster, and today in 
1946, they are still the ideally happy couple.
